It is known thjt the 
queen made a will early in ber rcig: 
wblcb waa repeatedly altered and aad- 
•d to ai the children and grandchildren 
were bora, and as her ost.ttes advctm i' 
in Talue. This prcxeeded until 
when her majesty decided to have ai 
entirely new document drawn, and 
With great pereonal care this waa ac 
COnplished. 

Those In a position to make any sort 
of a giiesa its to the provisions of the 
queen's will declare that the Princess 
Beatrice, widow of Prince Henry of 
Battenberg, will be the principal Ijfno- 
flt iary. She is the governor of the Isle 
Df VViglit, and will probably inherit 
Oaborae House and the whole estale 
enrroundlng it. Then the Duke of Con 
naught and his sons, who have In en 
preat favorites with Victoria, will re- 
reive a large portion of the fortune. 
P'he dulce will probably become the 
ywner of Balmoral and the Scottish 
property. The grandchildren who ar. 
I«pecte<l to reeelvp the laiK' s^f bequest.s 
ire the two ehlldren of Victoria's 
rouogeat son, the former Duke of Al- 
Mny. The queen's second daughter. 
Princess Christian of SchlesAlg-Hoi- 
rteiu, is not rich, and It is expr. ic! 
ibe and her four < hil(lren will be lib- 
MraUy remembered. Cdward VII, who 
irlM be amply provided for by the ooiin- 
irj', and the i);ike of York, who I'omrs 
.nto the Duchy of I'ornwali and will 
»e the Prince of AVales, probably will 
aot be sharers in the late queen's pri- 
rate fortune. 

Queen's Trlvate Korlline. 
Estimateii made by the best informed 
persona fls the value of Queen Vic- 
x>ria'8 private estate at something be- 
iween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000. F^r- 
liament upon her accession grante 1 lu r 
11,926,000 a year. That sum, it wa.- 
Mtimated, would maintain the royal 
»Btab1ishment and the sovereign $300,- 
)00 for i)o< ket money, or personal ex- 
penses. Since the death of Albert, the 
prince consort, it is asserted her ma- 
leaty has saved $260,000 a year ot that 
mm. This money, together with its 
increment, has been Invested under the 
uest adviio that London could supply. 
Added to it and accumulating tn-.-h 
rear is the sum of $2,300,000. the pi i

Manilla. Jan. 25.— The executive 
committee of the Federal paj^y has 

filed a petition requesting the Philip- 
pine counuihbiou to urge upon Presi- 
dent McKiuiey that tbe passage of the 
Spooner bill by congress is an urgent 
neceaatty, as the progress of the archi- 
pelago demttiiiis an aathoiity whirli 
can legislate unJ control the incorpora- 
Von ot concerns, regulate mining 
tiaima, dispose of public laoda and per- 
form other fnnetloni not vested in 
either tl;e military or lei,'is!.iti ve au- 
tboritica. The petitioners stale tnal 
the time is ripe for a general civil gov- 
ernment and the eatabliabment of 
which will win over thode Cavortng the 
InsurrtctKin, wliilc, at the ^me time, 
it will ciiiourago the natives to sub- 
scrilie in favur of a seMled goveruuieni 
in the Philippines under American sov- 
ereignty. Therefore they urge that iIk 
Spooner bill, .vliit h cinp )\v( rs Pi t-si- 
dent Mclvinley lu his diix.reliju to lie- 
clare the insurrection ended, and to 
establish a civil government, be passej 
by the present congress. Members of 
the commission, while desirous that 
a full qnota of troops shall continue 
here, will recommend the passage of 
the Spooner bill. Officials of the Ma- 
nilla Chamber ot Oommerce and other 
persons express their Intention of ca- 
bling I'lesidemt McKinley to the same 
effect. Secretary Root has advised the 
commiasion to inform Inquirers that 
the porta In the soulhem ialanjla will 
not be closed.

Hope, Kan., Jan. 25 — Mrs. Carrit 
Nation arrived here from I&nterprise, 
determined to Attack the two saloon 

in Hope, as she had tho^c at Wii hila 
and Enterprise. But no committee ot 
temperance workers met ber at tbe 
depot and when she arose in the morn 
Ing she said she had made up her mind 
not to daniape the BJiloond here, be- 
cause she A as alone. She refused tc 
eat her bi^ikfast, because she feat'ed 
she- would be poisoned, and instead 
talked tem'perance to a crowd that had 
gathered in front of the hotel. At '.(! 
o'clock she took a train for Ottawa 
saying she would visit friends ther^ 
and rest a tew days. When she starteii-, 
tor the depot the proprietors of the 
two saloons here €j<orto l her to th( 
train, one on tai h arm, a crowd fol- 
lowing and cheering. 

When Mrs. Nation left Enterprise a 
big crowd followed her to the depot 
hooting a:! 1 throwing eggs. On tin 
train en route from ICcnterprist 
to Hope Mrs. Nation talked enthusi- 
astically. To a crowd ot Woman'e 
Christian Temperance Union women 
who a( comiKUiicd her to the statioa 
as thi' train imlled out Mrs. Nation 
cried: "tioodliy: keep up the good 
work; don't let them open the rum 
holes again." She sat down alone in 
the coa:h and began examining hei 
dress, smeared with egga. "I aiwayt 
thank Qod for the favors he does," shr 
said, and when asked what feature oi 
the demonstration she was thankful 
for, responded promptly: "That the 
eggs were not roltt u." 

Mrs. Nation begaa to tall; ami laugh 
as gaily as if nothing had happened 
She had been cool and collected dur 
Ing all of her exciting expciriues 
both at Wirliit i and Fntrrprisf. al 
ways inn iiiii; tlie .sallies of tlu- crowJ 
that hooted her or pelted her with 
stonea with a prayer or an exhortation 
on temperance. 

"Aren't you afrai.P" she was asked. 
"Sir, not a l it, " she answered de- 
fiantly. "I'm doing Ood's work." Her 
coolness seemed more remarkable be- 
cause of the fact that she h;;d been 
given warning ttiut a mob awaited hei 
arrival at Hope. 

"You'll surely meet with serious mis 
hap, perhaps be killed, if you keep thii- 
up," she was admonished. 

"I know It; l know how it will end. 
But when Cod Is ready for me to die. 
I am ready to go. 1 don't waut to die 
yet; there is too much good work for 
me to do. We've been wat' hing out 
sons go to ruin and deutli throu.;h 
whisky for years," she cotitinuid. 
"We've been praying and waiLiug tor 
lawa to be enforced and the trarJc 
stopped. We've decided to wait uo 
longer for men to art. If the Woman's 
Christian Temperaure Fuion ha I sta t- 
ed out 25 years ago 'with pruye.s uad 
songs and hatchets, there would not 
be a aaloon iv the country today. A 
saloonkeeper, to me, is the su:ne as 
the man who nuts another's throat toi 
hit) money." 

"My object in smashing saloons," 
continued Mrs. Nation, "ia to atlft'en 
the backbone of the women against 
the rum tralllc and set them an exam- 
pie ot the only way tbe traffic eau be 
stopped. I will organize them into a 
society of saloon wreckers. If a sa- 
loon opens in a town, the women there, 
if they have not backtK>ne enough 
themselves to wreck it, will send for 
me. I will send tor my aides in differ- 
ent towns. They will be women of un- 
doubted bravery, and we wlU go there 
and break up the saloon and k< i i* it 
broken up. After we have stumped 
it out in Kansas we will go to Mis- 
souri and keep on going. 1 have let- 
ters from all parts of the country ask- 
ing me to come. 1 hold that under 
the constitution of the United States 
the saloon can not legally exiat any 
place in this country." 

When the train reached Hope a 
crowd of meu and boys Jo.~tled each 
other to get a gllmptre of the aaloon 
wrecker. No women were thare to 
meet her and she pushed her way 
larough the crowd to an omnibus and 
waa driven to a hotel. The crowd ran 
after the vehicle and thronged the ho- 
tel offlca to see her, but aade no

HIGH COMPUMENT TO THE 
AMERICAN 8(XJ)mRS. 

The article below will be read with 
feelings of pride by everyjtrue American. 
It is indeed a splendid tribute to our 
military force in China. The following 
article appeared in the "Journal des 
Di'bats," published in Paris, Franco, in 
the issue of December 26tb, 1000 : 

"The Timea of London has received 
from its correspondent in Tolcio a re- 
•aame of the impression produced by the 
soldiers of the ditferent allied nations 
upon the Japanese journalists, and this 
communication is not lackini; in interest. 
In the opinion ot the Japanese, of all 
the soldiers of tlie expeditionary corps—

^ere generally friendly toward the peo- 
ple, bat there were no worse thieves 
than they; aod this the correspondent 
•ttribntea to the conditions in which 
those troops had been placed who came 
from the Tonkin. The Kussians were 
plunderers p«r excelinnce, hut inort- than 
this, they ('i I tjot hesitate to murder 
those wtiou) they had pillnued; and the 
otfic;ers did nothmk: to restrain the sav- 
age, bnite instincts of their men. The 
.lapanese (cirrespondents pdinit that
